A is N and B is N, according to Claims 1-2, 4-5, and 8-11.

A is N and B is CH, according to Claims 1-2, 4-5, and 8-11. 

III. An imidazotriazinone compound or composition of the formula (IA), where 
A is CH and B is N, according to Claims 1-2, 4-6, and 8-11. 

IV. An imidazotriazinone compound or composition of the formula (IA), where 
A is CH and B is CH, according to Claims 1-2, and 4-11. 

V. An imidazotriazinone compound or composition of the formula (IB), where 
A is N and B is N, according to Claims 1 , 3-5, and 8-11. 

VI. An imidazotriazinone compound or composition of the formula (IB), where 
A is N and B is CH, according to Claims 1, 3-5, and 8-1 1 . 

VII. An imidazotriazinone compound or composition of the formula (IB), where 
A is CH and B is N, according to Claims 1, 3-6, and 8-11. 
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VIII. An imidazotriazinone compound or composition of the formula (IB), where 

A is CH and B is CH, according to Claims 1, and 3-11. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I - VIII do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

3. The technical feature linking the claims is a compound of general formula (LA) or (IB). 
Prior art exists which causes the core structures in the current application to lack a special 
technical feature. The core structure here is an imidazotriazinone compound, with R variables 
extending from the imidazotriazinone ring. This core ring structure is other patents and papers. 
For example, Niewoehner et. al, DE 19962928 teaches an imidazotriazinone ring where A is a 
CR 4 where R 4 is an alkoxy, B is a CH, R 1 and R 2 groups are substituted, and R 3 is a hydrogen. 
(Compound 9, page 16) Therefore the feature linking the claims does not constitute a special 
technical feature as defined by PCT Rule 13.2 as it does not define a contribution over the art. 

Accordingly, Groups I -VIII are not so linked by the same or a corresponding special 
technical feature as to form a single general inventive concept.
